AMERICAN ARMY 
WILL BE THE BEST 


Immorality Cause for Most Rejections 
According to Figures Compiled 
by U S. Surgeons 
New York, N. Y., July 13.— What, 
kind of recruit9 will compose the 
new national army soon to be select­ 
ed for service? 
How does American manhood com­ 
pare w’fth the armies of the Allies? 
The surgeon general of the army is 
to be charged with the final responsi­ 
bility of accepting or rejecting re­ 
cruits— 1,000,000 strong— who will 
be summoned to the colors. 
Physi­ 
cal standards will be slightly relaxed 
over those obtaining for the Army, 
but only for very minor defects. 
The army that will go to Europe 
will consist of the finest body 
of 
men ever assembled. 
Eight hundred and fifty-three men 
out of each thousand who applied 
last year measured up to the rigid 
physical examination required. 
The percentage is expected to 
be 
higher among the men called for the 
new army, since they comprise the 
pick of American manhood in age 
and general development. 
The minimum standards for the 
selected service men will be 5 feet 4 
inches, 120 pounds and chest expan­ 
sion 32 inches at expiration. 
Army experience shows the ma­ 
jority of American men exceed these 
standards. 
More than half of the men called 
will measure 5 feet 8 inches 
and 
over, if records hold good. 
Last 
year 52 per cent of all recruits ac­ 
cepted exceeded this measurement.

The new army will take 
only men up to the scratch. 
The largest number of rejections 
last year In the army were of men 
infected with diseases due to moral 
delinquency. 
One hundred and thir­ 
ty of each thousand were rejected 
for this cause. 
A Sound heart is the next most 
necessary qualification. 
Heart dis­ 
ease is the second ranking cause of 
rejection of recruit9. 
Next in order comes bad hearing 
and then bad eyesight.' 
Flat feet will 
’cause 
rejection, 
and alcoholism follows 
this as 
a 
cause. 
Bad teeth— so bad that a dentist 
cannot readily correct the fault— will 
bar men from selected service. 
Un­ 
derweight. under height 
or 
over 
height or over weight will bp a bar. 
as will tuberculosis, insufficient chest 
development or diseases of the vital 
organs. 
The average American soldier who 
will go to the front, experience shows 
will wergh 
138 56 
pounds; 
will 
measure 5 feet 7.62 inches and will 
have a chest expansion of 3 inches. 
The figures are considerably above 
the figures for the British, Italian 
and French armies.

Peo­ 
ple may be very gay and profoundly 
miserable. 
By the same token they 
may be really rich yet actually poor 
Iu either case their condition is due 
to the fact that the happiness which 
they sought, they sought for them­ 
selves 
Therein Is the poignant er 
ror of life 
People who seek hap 
piness for themselves fall to find it 
But they who succeed in securing it 
for others, discover that on them also 
it ha4 been bestowed. 
The greatest happiness is the ces­ 
sation of pain. 
That pagan aphor­ 
ism the Red Cross should put on its 
banners. 
Spiritually it is defective 
but practically it is valid and 
we 
have the misfortune of existing not 
in a spiritual world but in one which 
that fellow the Kaiser, burglar and 
pestilence combined, has been turned 
Into a morgue. 
The suffering induced by this ap­ 
ocalyptic beast is beyond 
computa­ 
tion. 
But relief the Red Cross can 
measurably supply, if, to employ an 
engaging vulgarism, we all chip in. 
Chip then. 
“ There are those who 
do not like to give,” the Divinity of 
Iran confided to his prophet. 
The 
high god 
added: 
“ Satan 
awaits 
them,” 
Few of us believe in Satan 
any 
more. 
That is very wrong. 
Satan 
is merely an old-fashioned name for 
unhappiness. 
Chip, therefore. 
Do not credit the 
misguided statement that what you 
give does not return to you. 
It does 
return, it returns in happiness 
and 
all the happiness that the richest, the 
poorest, the wisest, 
the 
stupidest 
can ever possess, is precisely 
that 
happiness which they 
have 
given 
away.

13.— Sixty- 
e ig h t children have died from a se­ 
vere form of s u m m e r com plain t 
in 
southeastern Missouri 
d u ri n g 
the 
last few w eeks according to infor­ 
m ation th a t reached 
here. 
More 
th a n 200 persons mostly 
children, 
now are 111 w ith the disease 
and 
about a fourth cf these are in 
a 
serious condition. 
T he inform ation came here from 
Dr. C . M. H arri son, coroner of D u n k ­ 
lin county, a nd Dr. E. S. Tate, cor-1 
oner of Scott county. Dr. H a rriso n j 
reported fifty child deaths in D unkin 
county in the last six weeks 
and 
Dr 
T ate reported eighteen in Scott 
county. 
According to th e reports from the 
physicians, th e epidemics th a t have 
struck the tw o counties are similar, 
but are not identical. 
Dr. H arrison 
said the deaths In Dunklin county 
w ere due to entercolitis, an infection 
of the intestines. 
Dr. Tate said th e 
disease in Scott county was iliocolitis 
a sum m er compl aint sim ilar to e n t e r ­ 
ocolitis. 
T h e disease is a ttrib u te d to a b n o r ­ 
mal w e a th e r conditions in sou th e ast­ 
ern Missouri— a late, cold 
spring, 
quickly followed by w arm weather, 
which caused extensive vaporization 
from th e sandy soil.

•aid he was in his surge ry at

tim e of the mur der. 
T he police, following the inquest, 
now are tr y in g to learn who bought 
the g un from which the shot was 
fired th a t killed Mrs. Keyes.
